Sets of Monks, and dark errors, and after long de- 
_ and deliberating wich himielf, with many ſe- 
crer Highs and bewalings in his mind the generall ig- 
Borance of the whole world, could no longer f- fer or 
dbide the ſames he at the laſt determined wich him- 
ſelf to heip and remedy fuch things as be ſaw tobe

Afterlong impriſenment , with great 
conftancy did contumat his rdome.

beganthbus jeſtingly and merrily roanſwer-the Dukes: 
requeſt, ſaying, that in Zuther were two great faulrss

the ſecond, tharhee would rouch the Popes Crown, 
which two matters are in no cafe to bedealt withall. 
Then opening up his mind. plainly to the Duke » 
thus he ſaid , that Zuther: did avell in derecting er-

In che abſenceot Lutherour of WVittembrrge, Andres.

things moe. For the which cauſe Lyther returning; 


again 1nto the City , greatly miſliked the order of.

e of rwenty four years ,-and rhe other John Ech , 
which betore had been of rhe order of the Aurgſtive 
Friers , for that they would not retreat and deny 
their DoQtrineof the Goſpel, which the Papiſts call 
Lutheraniſme. As they were led rothe place of Ex- 
ecution, they went joyfully and me:nily , making 
continually proteſtarions thar they died tor theglory 
of God , and the Doctrine of the Goſpel, believing 
and following the holy Church of rhe Son of God, 
faying alio that it was the day which they had long 
deſired. After they w-re come to the place where 


ehbey ſhould be burned , and. were diſpggled of their

without any pudyement , his cauſe not being heard.

apoor man living only upon his labour. And as for 
the day , -he knew noother but the Sunday wherein 
he might not lawfully work for the neceflity of his 
living , heisclaprinro Priſon: word hereof coming 
ro the Kings ears , the poor man was ſent for to ap- 
pear » that the King might havethe hearing of him, 
who being come before the King, the King com- 
manded Petrus Caſtel/anus Bishop of Maſcon to que- 
ſtion with him. The Taylour being emtred, and 


nothing appalled at the Kings Majeſty , after his 


reverence don2 unto the Prince, gave thanks ro God 
that he had ſo greatly dignified him being ſuch a 
wretch- as ro bring him where he might teſtifie his | 
truth before ſach a mighty prince. Then Cafte/lan- 
us entring talk began to reaſon with him touching 
the greareſt and chiefeſt matrer of Religion. Where- 
unto the Tailyour without fear or any halting in his 
ſpzach , with preſent audacity , wit and memory {0 
anſwered tor the fincere. Doctrine and fimple truth 
of Gods Goſpel! as was both convenient ro the pur- 
poſe, and alſo ro his Queſtioas aptly ard fitly corre- 
{pondent notwirhſtanding the Nobles there pretenr

take good heed of the falſe diffembling praiſes nor 
ro be rruſted of the mercilefſe Papiſts, intending no- 
thing bur blood and deſtruction. Rockel-ftanding ro 
the defence of their lives and conſciences , and to ad- 
yenture the worit, whereupon began great ſiege and 
barrery to be laid againſt Rocbe!l both by ſea and land; 
which was Anno 157. The whole power of France 
1s ſet againſt Rocket. Thus the whole power of France 
being gathered againſt one power town, had nor the 
mighty hand of che Lord ſtood on rheir fide, it had 
been impoſſible for them roeſcape. Daring the time 
of this ſiege which laſted abour ſeven months, whar

W hich figh the ſame day as the fiege brake up , de- 
parted and came no more , teſtified by chem which 
were preſent there in Roc#el all the time, The 
Kiog in end being weary of thoſe chargeable wars, 
there was a peace agreed and concluded between the 
King and: the Proteſtants of Rocbe}, in which were 
included other Cirtes of the Proteltants.,. granting to 
them benefite of peace, and liberty of Religion. The 
next year following , died Chare/s the 9; the Prench 
King and the Cardinal of Zyrain brother to.

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The cruel Perſecution and Bleody Boutchery of 
che MERINDOLIANS. 


F,Ollows the Tragicall Perſecution, and horrible 
* murther of rhe faithfull lock of Chiiſt , inha- 
biting in Merindol in the Conntrey of Province in 
France ; this people of a long continuance and cuſt- 
ome had refutedrhe Biſhop-of Rome his Aurhorny , 
and obſerved-eyer a more perfect kind of Doctrine 
then others » delivered them from-the Father ro the 
Son ever ſince the year of. our. Lord 1200. for this 
cauſe they were often accuſed, and complained of. 
ro the King , as contemners and defpiſers of the Ma- 
giftrats, and Rebels; they. were oftentimes perſecut- 
ed, and many put to death for their Profeſſion; in 
end rhe Court or Parliament at Province gave out a | 
cruell ſentence againſt Meridet, and condemned all 
the Inbabitams ro be burned , both Men and Wo- 
men , ſparing none , no not the little Childrenand 
Iafants, the Town to be razed, and their Houles 
tobe beaten down tothe ground ; alſo their trees ro 
be cut down ,-as well Olive-trees as all other , and 
nothing ro be lefr , to the intent ir ſhould never be in- 
habitcd again, bur remain as a Deſert or Wildernefle, 
The violence ard execution of this cruell and bloody 
ſentence was: for. atime reſtrained , and the rage of 
the adyerſaries repreiſed , till Minerzus.a bloody per- 
ſecurer,- andthe Kings Lieytenant of Nrovice, ftorg- || t1 
ed a molt impudent lye againſt theſe innocent Chri- || 
ſtians, giving the. King 10 underftand thar they of || t]

Jofidels and 
cruel Tarks have dealt with the Chriftians So Me- 
rindol without any refiſtance , was taken , ranſacked, 
burnt, razed , andlaid even with rhe ground, and 
killed all , both young and old whom rhey foundin 
the Town. 'When he had deſtroyed Merindol »' he 


laid fiege ro Cabriers , and battered it with his Or- 


dinance » but when he could not winir by force, -he 
with the Lord of the Town , and Powhing his chief 
Caprain , perſwaded with the Inhabitants ro open 
their Gates, ſolemnly promiſing that if they would 
ſo do, they would lay down their Armour, and alſo 
that their cauſe should be heard in Judgement with 
all equity and juſtice, and no violence or 1njnry should 
be shewed againſt them. Upon this they opened 
their Gares , and let in Miners, with his Captains ,

of War : Whereat Minerius being difpleaſed , charg- 
ed him upon painof Rebellion and diſobedience to 
the — , todoas he had commanded him, The 
Caprain-fearing whar might enſue , entreth with his 
men and: defiroyed themall , ſparing neither young 
nor old.

He Waldenſes, otherwiſe called Pavperes de 
- Leugduno, have their beginning of one Petrur 
FWaldus Citizen of Lyons , their firft teacher and is- 
ſtruacter, by violence o: perſecution being driven our 
_ Of Lyons, were diſperſed abroad in diverſe Countreys, 
of whom -fome fled to Maſfiha , ſome ro Germany, 


Livonia , Bohemia , Calab/ia, and Apulia, diyerle 


irayed rothe Countreys of France, elpecially abont 
Provin:e and Piemont, of whom came theſe Merindo- 
lians above mentioned; they which were of the Coun- 
trey of Toluſa, of the place where they frequented, 
wer. © li:d:4/by,, or Albigenſts. Againſt the which 
Albizenſes, Friers Domimcus was a great doer, labour- 
ing and Preaching againſt chem ten years rogether, 


and cauſed many of them robe burned. And albeir 


great was their Perſecution 1n all parts where they 
were [cactered, yer could they never be utrerly de- 
ſtroyed, nor yet compelled to yeeld to the ſuperſti- 
tious and'falſe Religion of the Church of Rome , but 
ever abftained from thetr corruption and [dolatry 
a8 much as was poflible , and gave themſelves ro the 
.. wordof God, as a Rule both trulyto-ſerye him , and 
ro direct their lives accordingly.

ins any ulury attheir hand, or from RtraitexaCtion of 
his due that he would bid chem keep it longer while 
they were better able..

' Stephen:Gardiner Bishop- of Wincheſter and Chan- 


cellor {eeing he could nor preyail by cruelty to reduce 


men to the unity of the Cathohick faith, and ro call 
them from their errors and hereſfies, hegave oyer 
his murchering office to Boner-Bishop of London who 
fupplied thar part right doughtily as inthe further 
proceſte of this Hiſtory. hereafter eyidently.and too 
much may appear.

After the burning of William Funtcr was Mr. 
Highed, and Mr. Cauftoun two worthy Gentle-men 
of Ef:x, which for the ſincere profeſſion of rheir 
Fairh under Boner Bji;hop of London were martyred 
and burned in Fſſex. 

John Laurence prieſt, laimed with irons in Priſon 
was born tothe fire in a chaire at Colcheſter, and lo 
fitting was 1n his conſtant faith conſumed with bre. 
Arthe burning of this Lawrence he firting in the fire, 
the young children came abo it the fire, and cried as 
well as young Children could ſpeak , ſaying , Lord 
ſtrengrhen thy ſervant and keep thy promble , Lord 
firengrhen thy ſeryant and keep thy promile, which 
thing as it is rare, ſoit is no {mall manifeſtation of 
the glory of God which wrought this in the hearts 
of thele little ones, nor yer alittle commendation to 
their parents which from their youth brought them. 
pin the knowledge of God and his truth, 

Follows the worthy and conſtant martyredome of 
the Bishop of St, Dwvid in Wales, called Robert Far- 
rar, who was thenext Bisbop in this catalogue of 
of Chriſtian martyres that ſuffered after Mr. Hooper. 
This foreſaid Farrar by the fayour and good-will of 
the Lord Protector was fiſt called and promoted to 
thatdignity. This man I may well call rwiſe a mar- 
tyr, not only for the cruel death of the fire which he 
ſuffered moſt conſtantly in the daysof Queen Mary 
unto the sheddipg of his blood , bur allo for diverle 
other injuries and. moleſtations in King Edwards 
time, which he no-lefle firmly then unworthily ſus 
ſtained at the hands of his enemies. after rhe fall of the 
Duke of Somerſet, Of theſe his yexations and

ons laid againſt him to the'number of 56. and of the 
malice conceiyed againſt him by certain coyetouy 
Chanons of the Church ot Carmo1then', and what 
were the proceedings of both pa: rs, as well of inno- 
cent , as of the craſty adverſaries y what were their 
naines1ntheir A-rticles againſt hin is ro be ſeenin his

punishment which he was going to, privily defircd 
that in the midſt of the Alamme he would ſhew them 
ſome rokenit he could wheicby thEy night be more 
certain wherher the pain of ſuch burning were fo 
great that a man might nor therein Keep 11s mind 
q uet and patient, Which thing he promilcd them 10 
do, and fo lecretly between them it was agreed thar if 
the rage of the pain were tollerable, and might be ſuf- 
fered, then he $hould lift up his hands above his head 
towards Heayen before he gave up the Ghoſt. In rhe 
fire when he continued long, & when his ſpeech was 
taken away by violence ot the fiamme , h1s skin allo 
drawn together , and his fingers, conſumed with - he

yer firſt ro ſave themſelves it any danger fi 
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Gre, ſo that now all Ea certarnly rhar he 
hid beengone , ſuddenly , and contrary to all expect- 
ation, the bleſſed ſervant ot God being mindfull of 
his promiſe wade before , reached up his hands burn- 
ing ina lighFfire ( which was marvellous tobehold ) 
oyer his head rothe living God, and with great rejoyc- 
ing as ſeemed, did fti:ke or clap them three times 


r- Jrogether. Ar the light whereof chere followed ſuch 


applauſe and out-cry of the people , and eſpecially of 
/ v8 which underſtood the matter, that the hke hath 
not commonly been heard, And lo the bleſſed Mare 
tyr of Chriſt ſtraight way fi: king down into the fire, 
caye up his ſpirit. Mr. John : radfoord Pieacher moſt 
conſtantly ſutfered for the tc ſtimony of Chit and his 
truth, he was long io priſon , he had many conflicts 
with his adyerſarics, he was burnt at Smithfield, many 
Doctors and Bi:hops d1d talk with him in pritgn» and 


two Spanish Friers dealt with him torecanr, and to 
leave his errors, but he abGde conſtant inthe truth, 
When he came tothe Stake he took a Fagor 1n his 
hand and kiffedir, and fo likewiſe the Stake. And 
when he had ſo done, he deſired of the Steritts that 
his ſervant might have his rayment, -for (ſaid he ) 
I have nothing elſe ro give bim , and beſides thar he is 
apoor man; and the Serif ſai he shonld haveir. 
And ſo forthwith Mr. Bre1/oord did pur oft his Ray- 
ment and went fo the S:ake, and holding up his 
hands, and caſting his co:tnrenance to Heaven, he ſaid 
thus: O England, Englind, repent thee of thy fins, 
beware of Iiolatry, b.ware of falfe Antichriſts , rake 
heed they do nor deceive you : bnt h: was command- 
ed by the Sheriff co be quuer. Arthar time with him 
was þ:rot a young man named John Leaſe, a Pren- 
tiſe, of ninteen or twenty years, whom he greatly en- 
couraged,& ſaid to him,be of good comfo:r brother, 
fr we shall have amerry ſupper with the Lord this 
night, & he ſpak no moe words that any man di hear 
buc 
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but imbracing the reed , Fd chus, ſtrait is the way 
and narrow is the gate thar leaderh ro erernal ſalvati- 
on , and few there be that findir, Hereis not robe 
paſſed bv a notable example of Gods hanggpor W.d- 
roff , one of the Sheriffs that would nor Mer him to 
ſpeak, bur dealt churlishly with him. Ir happened 
within half an year after rhe burning of this bleſſzd 
Martyr that he was ſo {tricken on the right ſide with 
{uch a Palfie, orſtroak of Gods hand , whatſoever 
It Was» that for the ſpace of eight years after till his 


dying day, he wasnor able ro turn hiniſelf in his bed, | 


but as two men with a heer were fain ro ſtir him, and 
Withall ſuch an inſatiable deyouring came upon him, 
that ir was monſtrous to ſee. And thus continued he 
the ſpace of eight years rogether. This godly Erad- 
foord, and Heavenly Martyr, during the rime of 
his unpriſonmenr , wrote ſundry comfortable Trea- 
riſes, and many godly Letters , of which ſome he 
wrote to the City of London , Cambridge, Walden,to 
Lancashire , and Chaſyhire, and diverſe to his pri- 
vat friends, andto his mother , brethren, and liſters, 
Bradfoord was a godly and learned man, while he was 
in priton he teached rwiſe a day continually , unleſle 
ſickneſs hindered him , where alſo he miniitred the 
Sacrament often. Preaching , Reading and Praying, 
was all his whole life, and he was 1n great creclit 
with his Keeper , thar he might go out and in when 
he pleaſed. He counted that hour nor well ſpent 
wherein he did nor ſome good , either with his Pen, 
Study, orin exhorting ot others, &c. He was had 
in great reverence and admiration with all good men, 
that amulrtitude thar neyer knew him bur by fame, 
greatly lamented his death , yea and a number cfthe 
Papiſts themſelves wished heartily his life. In his 
Letter to his mother , he diflwades her from the 
Maſle, and relis her the difference betwixt the Lords 
Supper and the Maſſe, The Supper was ordained

There was an cettain Knight by, and went unto Tan- 
terfield , and rook him by rhe hand, and ſaid , good 
brother, be firong in Chrilt ;- this he ſpoke ſottly , 
and Tankerfield ſaid , O Sir, I rhank you, I am ſol 
than'k God, ſo he was pur to the fireand burnt. 
Rob:rt Samuel avery gedly and right fairhfull 
P.each:r of Gods Wordin King E4ward his dayes , 
was now apprehended and caſt into priſon, and miler- 
ably handled under the Bishop of Norwich, Doctor 
Hop:on an unmercifull Prelat , he ſo far exceededthe 
bounds of piety and compaſſionin rormenting their 
poor brethren as this Bishop did, in ſuch fort rhat mae 
ny of rhem he perverted and brought quite from the 
truth , and ſome frcm their wits alſo, he is Keeped 
in (tri priſon , where he was chained bolt upright 
ro a great poaſt, in ſuch ſort, thar ſtanding only on 
th-tiptoe » he was fain to ſtay up che whole poiſe or 
weizhr of his body thereby, and to this they addeda- 
far more grievous to.ment , keeping him without 
mcat and drink, whereby he was nomercitully vexed 
through hunger and thrift, ſaving that he had every 
day allowed two or three mouthtuls of bread, and: 
three ſpoonfuls of water to rhe end rather that he 
might be reſerved ro further rorment , then that they 
would preſerve his life. OQ worthy conſtancy of the 
Martyr. O pitilefle hearts of Papilts , worthy to» 
be complained of, and to be accurſed betore God andy 
nature O the wonderfall ſtrength of Chriſtin his 
members , whoſe ſtomack, though ir had been made 
of Adament tone, would not have relented,and thefe 
Intollerable vexations , and exrream pains aboye na- 
ture, how often times would he haye drunken his 
own water , but his body was fo dried up with his: 
long emptineſſe, that he was not abletomake one 
drop of water. At the laſt when he was brought 
G3 forth. 
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forth to be burned, which was bur a rifle incom- 
pariſon of theſe pains that he had paſſed ; certain 
there were that heard h:m., whar ſtrange things had 
hapened unto-him, during rhe time of his impriſon- 


menr,, to wit, thar after he had been famished, or | 


pined , with hunger rwo-or three dayes together , he 
then fell into a ſleep, as it were one half in a ſlumber, 
at which time one cioathed all. in whice ſeemed ro- 
and before him, which miniſtred comfort unto him 
by theſe words, Szmuck, Samuel, be of good cheer, 
and take a good heart unto thee, for after this day 
ſhalr thou neyer cither b2 hungry or thirſty ,. which 
thing came even to paſſe accordingly,. for (ppedily 
after he was burned,and from that time that he-Should 
fuffer he feit neither hunger ner thrild, And tbus de- 
Clared- he tothe ends as he ſatd , that all men might 
behold the wonderfull works of God. Many more 
like matters concerning the great.comfort he had of 
Chritt in his aliictions, he could utrer ( he (aid. ) bes 
fides this, buc shainefaſtnefle and modeſty would not 
ſuffer him to utter ir, The report goeth among ſome 
that were there preſent , and ſaw him-burnt, thar his 
body in. burning did shine as light-and white as new 

tryed flyer inthe eyes of them rhar ſtood by. 
Afﬀcer the ſuffering of Robert Samuel. was burned 
William Allen in Walfnzbame, alabouring man, he 
being brought before the Bishop, and asked the cauſe 
why he wasimpriſoned, anſwered, rhathe was put in 
priſon becauſe he would nor follow the Crofle, ſaying 
that he would neyergo in procetſion. Then being 
willed by the Bishop to return again to the Catholick 
Church , he anſwered that he would turn to the Ca- 
tholick Church, but nor tothe Romish Church, and 
ſaid , thatif he ſaw the King and Queen and all other 
follow the Croſſe , or kneel downto the Croſs , hc 
would nor, for the which, ſentence of condemnation 
was given again(t him: and he burned, who dec] ny 
CN 
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ſuch conſtancy at his martyrdom, and had fuch cre# 
dit with tne juſtices, by reaſon of his upright and well 
tryed converſation amongſt chem, rhar be was ſuffers 
edtogo unryed ro his ſuttering,and there being faſtn- 
ed with a Chain , ſtood quietly withour shrinking 
untill he died. 
There were five worthy Martyrs burned at Canter 


bury in one fire , becauſe they denied thar Chriſt was 


corpo:ally and bodily in the Sacrament: Maſter 
Robe:t Glover ar Coven:ree b:ing apprehended for ſy- 
ſpi-ion of Herefie and impriſoned, was burnt for the 
tcftimony of che truth TT here was one Auſten Bernhbes 
a Minitter and a familiar friend of his, reſtified this of 
him: After he was condemned by the Bishop , and 
was now at the point robe delivered our of thi world, 
It ſo happened that two or three dayes before his 
heart being lumpish'and deſclare of all ſpiritual con= 


. ſolation, felt in himſelf no ap:nefl2 nor — - 


but rather a heavineſſ and dulnefle of ſpirit, finding. 
much diſcomfort ro bear the bitrer crofle of martyr- 
dome ready now to be laid upon him, and here we 
ſee that Gods Saints may be deltirute for a time, of 
the Lords comfort. Unto whom the ſaid Auſten an= 
ſwering again , willed and deſired him patiently ro 
waitthe Lords pleaſure , and howſoever his preſent 
feeling was, yet ſeeing his canſe was juſt and true , 
he exhorted him conſtantly to ſtick ro the ſame, and 
to play the man, nothing mifdoubring bur the Lord 
in his good time could vitite him and fatisfie his delire 
with plenty of conſolation. whereof he faid he was 
right certain and ſure, and therefore defired hin 
when'oever any ſuch feeling of Gods heavenly mer- 
cies should begin ro rouch his heart , that then he 
would ſhew ſome ſignification thereof whereby he 
might witneſſe with him the fame, and ſodeparted: 
from him. The next day when the time came of 
bis martyrdome as he was going to the-place , and 


was now come to the nehrthe Stake, al:hongh all 

the night before praying for ſtrength and courage hee 
could feel none, (ſuddenly he was ſomightily replen- 
iſhed with Gods holy comfort and heavenly joyes, 
that he cried out, clapping his hands ro Auſten and 
faying intheſe words, Arſten he is come, he 1s come, 
and that with ſuch joy and alacrity , as one ſeeming 
rather to be riſen from ſome deadly danger tolib:rty 
of life , then as one paſſing out of the world by any 
ou of death. And ſo he was put to the fire and 

nt for rhe reſtimony of the truth. 

Denton being, afrayed of burring ſaid ro YVolſ'y 
thar he cannot burn,bur he that could nor burn in the 
cauſe of Chriſt, was afterward burned againſt his 
will when Chriſt had piven peace ro his Church, for 
his houſe was ſet on fire, and while he went into 
ſave his goods he loſt his lite with rwo other that 
were in the ſame houſe, Not much urlike to this 
'was alſo the example of Mr. JVeſt Chzplain to B.

Mer Ridley Bishop of London , and Latimer 
| Bishop ſometimes of Worceſter, men of memor- 
able leaning and incomparable ornaments, and gitts 
of grace , joyned with no leſſe commendable lincert- 
ty of life, as all the Realm can witneſle ſufficiently » 
were burnc at Oxford for the teſtimony of thetruth- 
'Fbis B, Ridley was deſcended of a ſtock right wor- 
ſhipfull, he was born in Northumberland: sh1re. 
After he paſt his courſe at Cambrige & made Doctor 
of D.vinity , he went to Paris , and after his return 
| | Was 
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was made Chaplain to RE Henry the eight» and. 
promoted afterward by him to the Biſhoprick of 
Worceſter, and {o from thence tranſlated tothe Sea 
and Bishoprick of London in King Edwards days, GT: 
now in Queen Mares time they were laid hands up» 
on, and committed to priſon and accuſed as Here=- 
ticks, Great was the conference and godly talk that 
was berween them whilethey were in priſon. Mr. 
Ridley wrote many letters from the priſon, as aletter- 
trom himand his priſon-fellows unto Mr. Bratdford 
and his- priſon-tellows in the Kings bench ar South 
wark,, and to many others. And- beſides theſe lets 
ters of. his , diverſe other tractrations were written, 
by him, partly our of priſon, and partly in priſon. 

As for Mr. Latimer that famous Preacher and: 
worthy Martyr ot Chriſt and his Goſpel, he wasa 
long time a zealous and ſuperſtitious Papiſt , and in 
this blind zeal he was a very enemy tothe profeſlors. 
ot Chriſts Goſpel » as both his. Oration made when 
he proceeded Batchelor of Divinity againſt Philip, 
Melaniton » and allo his other works aig plainly de=. 
Clare; but he through the goodneſs of God was cone 
verted by Mr. Bilney unto thertruth , ſo that wheres. 
as before he wasan enemy , and almoſt a perſecuter. 


of Chriſt, he was now a zealous ſeeker atter him ,, 


howbeit as Satan never ſleeperh. when he ſeeth his.

The death and en1 of Stephen Gardiner Bishop of 
Wincheſter , and Chanceller of the Kingdom, 
enemy of Gods Word. 


THe next moneth after the burning of Doctor Rid* 
ley and Mr. Latimer, which was the moneth of 
November , Stephen Gardiner Bishop and Chanccllor 
a man bared ot God and all good men, ended his. 
wretched life. The ſame day when as Bishop Rids 
ley and Mr. Latimer ſaffered at Oxford » came the 
ſervant of the laid Wincheſter poſting in all poſſible 
> from Oxford, bringing intelligence to the 
ishop thar Ridley and Latimer were burnt, hecame' 
ot rejoyCing and ſaying to the old Dake of Norfolky 
being then in -his houſe. Noy ( laith he ) let usgo 
todinner. Whereupon they being ſet down , meat 
was immediatly brought, and the Bishop began mer« 
rily ro cat ; but what tollowed > The bloodly tyrant 
had nor eaten a few bits, bur the ſudden ftroak of 
God , his terrible hand fell upon him in ſuch ſort as 
immediatly -he was taken fromthe Table , and ſo 
brought to bed , where he continued for the ſpace of 
fifteen dayes in ſuch intollerable anguish and ror- 
ments, that all that mean while , quring theſe fifteen - 
dayes he could nor ayoid by order of Urine,or other= 
wile any thing that he received , whereby-his body

of Canterbu:y. 


i Martyrdom of the reverent Paſtor and Prelar 
» Thomas Cranm'y A'ch-Bishop of Canterbury , 
who was b'irned t Oxford ender Queen Martz, tor 
the contcflion of Chriſts true Doctrine, he was a 
gentleman born of goed parentage, he attained ro 
great krowledye and learmng, and was reader of Di- 
yintty lecture 1n the Colledge of Cambridge, and 
was 1n ſrch ſpecial eſtimarion and rep::tation with the 
whole Univerſity, - that being Doctor of Divinity s 
he was commonly appointed one of the heads {which 
are two or three of the chiefe ſt learned men ) ro ex» 
amine [uch as yearly proſefſe in comencement; either 
Burchelors or Doctors of Divinity , by whoſe appro- 
bation the whole Uniyerhfity licenfeth them to pro- 
ceed unto their degree , and again by whole diiſas 
lowance- 
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lowance the Uniyerfity aire cterk thenrfor atime_. 
to proceed untill they be berter turnished wirh more 
knowledge. When the great and vey ty cauſe of 
King H-nry the cight his divorce with th. Lidy Kg+ 
thr:u Dowager cf Spain came intoq icſt;on , which 
being many wayes by the ſpace of ti\o or three. years

when the ſaid Eishop had adyanced forth his foor to

apprehended, and wretchedly.and falfly put ro death,
